POSSIBILITIES OF RURAL MAIL 

Who can tell the possibilities of tin- 
rural mail? It is a wonderful thing 
for the millions who are daily accom- 
modated by it. 

The postmnster general is contem- 
plating a through reorganization of 
the rural free delivery routes, accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Washington. 

As a step preliminary to this re- 
adjustment he has recommended the 
passage of a bill by Congress provid- 
ing for the use of automobiles on the 
rural routes in all Stales where the 
roads are adopted to the utilization 
of such vehicles. The present length 
of the standard rural free delivery 
route is twenty-four miles. The post 
master general believes that with the 
use of automobiles the length of all 
the motes can be doubled without 
impairing the effieciency of the cer- 
viee. He is also of the opinion that 
in some instances it may be found 
desirable to have routes fifty miles 
in length on a straight line. 

The bill which the postmaster gen- 
eral desires enacted will authorize a 
yearly compensation of $1,860 for 
carriers on automobile routes. At 
present there are approximately 44,- 
000 routes in the United States nnd it 
costs the government about $46,000,- 
000 a year to maintain them. The 
number of routes is increasing all the 
time, and the rural free delivery is 
the most eotsly braneh of the mail

H. C. Hunter, a 
veteran tobacco man of Lynchburg, 
Va. "In the early days all tobacco 
was transported in hogsheads. These 
hogsheads had shafts, and by the 
help of a horse or mule each hogs- 
head rolled itself to market. 

"The onlv Virginia ■ arketa for 
tobacco at that time were Richmond, 
Petersburg and Lynchburg. Kach 
hogshead was listed for 'the break.' 
or sampling, for certain days in the 
week by private owners' marks. On 
the morning of the sale the hoops on 
each hogshead were loosened, and one 
head taken out. Then came the 
'break.' The head breakman wielded 
a large ax made for the purpose, and 
pried an opening. An iron break 
stake, like a crowbai, was run into 
'he opening, and sample bundles of 
tobacco drawn. There were never 
leej thnn three 'breaks' made in a 
hogshead, and the samples drawn 
were taken as a fair indication of the 
contents. 

"1 have sampled many a hogshead 
of tobacco in this way. In those days 
tlie tobacco was sold over the hogs- 
head, the sample being placed on top 
in full view." — Washington Poet. 

TRACE CAUSE OF PELLAGRA 

Italian Scientiata Assert That Dread 
Diaeaae la Due to Drinking 
Water From Clay Soil. 

Professors Alessandrini and Scala 
of Rome have just published an elab- 
orate illustrated report of their in- 
vestigations into pellagra. They 

ormulate two fundamental conclu- 
sions: (1) That pellagra is not de- 
pendent on a maize diet, and (2) 
that it is a disease strictly localized 
and limited to areas where water is 
drunk which has been almost exclu- 

ively in contact with a clay soil. 

The clay contains silicic acid and 
in a colloidal state. Experiments on 
monkeys, rabbits, guinea pigs and 
puppies proved that the typical pel- 
lagra symptoms could be induced in 
thnn by the injection of colloidal 

ilicic acid and that eating maize 
made no difference one way or the 
other. 

The professors discovered that the 
effects of the silicic acid could be 
counteracted by subcutaneous injec- 
tions of neutral titrate of sodium, 
ami they cite ten cases of patients 
much benefited if not cured by daily 
Injections of a ten per cent solution 

of trisodic citrate.

DEPRESSION OVER; 



Officials of the various Govern- 
ment departments which touch the 
country's business activities feel con- 
fident that the most serious effects of 
the European war on American busi- 
ness have passed. The restoration 
of the credit balance with Europe 
has greatly eased the situation, the 
increasing demand from Europe for 
American food supplies and also to 
the sudden development of an abnor- 
mal trade in articles needed by the 
huge armies now in the field adding to 
that end. 

No accurate figures on the con- 
tracts of the latter character are 
obtainable but orders for horses, 
mules, army clothing, harness and 
the like have flooded factories and 
stockmen in some districts, it is 
said that including ammunition or- 
ders, this business reaches the huge 
total of over 200,000,000 of dol- 
lars. In several lines factories are 
straining to highest capacity to meet 
the demands. 

Other factories which have aided 
in clearing up the situation or the 
opening of the Federal reserve bank 
system, upon which business experts 
look as the backbone of the coun- 
try's resources; the opening of the 
Panama canal, which has already 
increased freight traffic to the west 
coast of South America, and the 
entry of more than eighty foreign- 
built ships into American registry 
under the emergency law passed at 
the last session of Congress.

STAMP TAX 

The stamp tax, levied by the recent 
Congress to provide funds to make 
up the shortage by the falling off of 
imports since the war, goes into effect 
December 1, and notice has been sent 
out by the government. The follow- 
ing instructions have been given to 
county clerks all over the country: 

"No instrument requiring revenue 
stamps shall be recorded until the 
legal stamp shall be affixed. 

"Fiduciary bonds of all kinds 
must contain a 50 cent revenue 
stamp; official bonds, stamps for y 2 
cent on each $1 of premium. 

"Deeds — Considerations of from 
$100 to $500 must bear a 60 cent 
'war* stamp; for each additional $500 
or fractional part thereof, 50 cents 
in stamps. 

Powers of attorney, 25 cent stamp. 

"All stamps must be canceled by 
parties affixing the same by writing 
the initials of his or her name across 
the face of the stamps. 

"All instruments requiring .-tamps 
us above set out to be recorded 
shall be stumped by purties execut- 
ing bonds or offering instruments."

Christmas Day are delayed and do 
not reach the destination until too 
late for the proper receipt of same. 

The establishment of the parcel 
post has given n wonderful im,>e- 
lM to the use of the mails as a means 
of distributing Chrismas gifts and in 
view of the increased weight limit, 
reduced postage and other exten- 
sions of the service during the past 
year, it is anticipated that the 
amount of mail during the approach- 
ing holiday season will exceed all 
previous records. In order that the 
Christmas mail may be handled 
promptly, it is essential that the pub- 
lic co-operate with the postal author- 
ities to the fullest extent. 

All parcels should be mailed at the 
earliest possible moment. It is not 
necessary to wait until the day be- 
fore Christmas to mail presents. A 
parcel may be marked "Do Not Open 
Until Christmas" and sent out at 
once. The postal authorities permit 
and encourage this plan. A few sim- 
ple rules, if followed, should result 
in much to all parties concerned. 

Address parcels fully and plainly. 

Place name and address of sender 
on all matter. 

Pack articles securely, but do not 
eal them; use cord freely but not 
paste. 

In using Christmas seals, do not 
place them so as to seal the package 
but place them squarely on the paper 
so they do not overlap the edges. 
Mail parcels as early as possible.

The public, witting impatiently 
from day to day for decisive war 
news and feeling that the campaigns 
are progressing with, a slowness un- 
fitted to the spirit of war, may con- 
sole themselves by caating a bark- 
ward glance to the long weary wecka 
and montha that intervened between 
any decisive actions in our own 
Civil war. 

Consider this: 

From the battle of Bull Run, 
fought on July 21, 1861, until the 
battle of Seven Pines, on the sixth 
of the following June, nearly eleven 
months, there was no pitched battle 
Ha^ween the main armies of the 
North and South in Virginia, the 
battleground of the war. Then, 
from Antietam, on September 17 of 
that year, until the battle of Freder- 
icksburg, on the eighth of December, 
there was no more fighting between 
them ; nor did they fight again, al- 
though they lav within cannon shot 
of each other for five months more, 
until they met at Chancel lorsville, 
on the first of May, 1863. 

They fought no more from then 
until Gettysburg, July 1. Then 
from that time it was full ten 
montha before they grappled in the 
Wilderness, early in May, 1864. 

In short, there were great inter- 
vals between battles that reached out 
into months and seasons and twice 
into nearly a year. Compared to 
those leisurely campaigns, the pres- 
ent campaign, even on the part of 
the Russians, who appear the slow 
like a Kansas cyclone.
